In  1968,  Norm  Vinehurg  was  in  the  business  of  selling  silver  certificates,  and  bags  of 
silver  coins.  He  had  purchased  some  Handy  &  Harmon  blank  planchets,  and  contacted 
Don  Michaels,  a  refiner,  for  the  use  of  his  trade  mark,  a  Flying  Eagle.  Punches  were 
engraved  in  order  to  produce  this  bar. 

The  Guide  Book  lists  this  bar  as  WORLD-5.  This  listing  is  in  error  because  the  WORLD 
Mint  of  today  has  absolutely  no  connection  with  the  WORLD  Mint  that  produced  this 
bar.  That  mint  ceased  business  in  1971. 

In  1968,  Todd  Parker  was  engaged  in  the  sale  of  rare  coins.  He  shared  a  building  in 
North  Hollywood  with  a  stamp  dealer.  He  called  his  business  Continental  Coin. 

Todd  Parker  and  Norm  Vineburg  had  a  dream  in  1972.  They  wanted  to  put  together  an 
organization  the  would  be  able  to  supply  the  average  person  with  silver  bullion  in 
inestment  form,  and  at  a  price  close  to  "Spot  Market"  on  the  Commodity  Exchange.  The 
craze  for  silver  as  a  hedge  had  just  begun. 

There  was  one  big  problem.  There  was  no  place  to  buy  pure  silver.  Stores  had  plenty  of 
.996  silver  received  from  the  Treasury  Department  when  Silver  Certificates  were 
exchanged.  This  silver  would  have  to  be  refined  to  make  it  suitable  tor  commercial  sales. 
United  States  Silver  Corporation  was  formed  to  meet  this  need.  They  entered  into 
agreement  with  Handy  &  Harmon  to  refine  the  silver  to  999  purity,  and  produce  bars 
in  bullion  form  that  weighed  5,  10,  25,  50,  &  100  ounces.  They  also  set  about  building 
a  network  of  brokers  and  dealers  all  over  the  United  States  to  handle  their  bars. 

It  was  soon  learned,  there  was  a  great  need  for  a  smaller  unit  to  meet  the  demand  for  the 
small  collector  and  investor.  The  one  ounce  silver  art  bar,  as  we  know  it  today,  was 
bom.  USSC  contacted  three  coin  dealers  with  the  idea  that  they  would  develop  and 
produce  an  Art  Bar  for  each  dealer.  The  original  press,  operated  by  Inter  Mint,  was  in 
an  old  winery  located  in  Colton,  California.  The  press  was  so  large  that  they  had  to  tool 
up  and  strike  four  pieces  at  a  time.  Press  problems  produced  many  errors  and  oddities. 
These  errors  were  made  available  to  the  public  because  all  planchets  had  to  be  accounted 
for. 

The  original  run  was  for  10,000  of  each  bar.  They  were  struck  on  crude  and  unpolished 
Handy  &  Harmon  planchets.  The  process  was  finally  perfected  after  the  first  run  had 
been  completed.  Further  issues  were  struck  on  good  quality  silver,  and  had  proof  like 
surfaces.  It  can  be  said  that  these  four  issues  were  of  Type  I  and  Type  II  due  to  the 
difference  in  quality.  The  original  four  bars  were  reissued  three  or  four  times  because 
there  was  no  limitation  on  mintage.  Re-strikes  were  made  every  time  the  stock  was 
depleted. 

Inter  Mint  struck  the  following  bars  for  USSC: 

USSC-144  San  Diego  Zoo -- for  Lyle  Clark  . Mintage  of  20,000  units. 

USSC-145  Israel  25th  —  for  Continental  Coin  .  Mintage  of  25,000  units. 

USSC-146  Secretariat  -  for  Danny  Crabbe  .  Mintage  of  20,000  units. 

USSC- 149  Women’s  Lib  -  for  Danny  Crabbe  . Mintage  of  26,000  units. 

USSC-148  Daniel  Boone - for  Chalt.  Coin  .  Mintage  of  10,000  units. 

**  Daniel  Boone  was  not  one  of  the  original  four  bars  by  USSC. 

When  the  art  bar  hobby  became  popular,  many  people  wanted  bars  struck.  There  was  one 
big  problem,  there  were  few  mints  available  that  could  handle  this  type  of  minting.  As 
a  result,  certain  mints  struck  bars  for  different  customers.  In  turn,  the  customers  released 


SILVER  ART 


In  1973,  small  one  ounce  silver  art  bars  made  of  pure  silver  were  finally  noticed  by  the 
general  public  and  became  very  popular.  People  were  in  fear  that  inflation  would  get  out 
of  control,  and  they  wanted  something  to  act  as  hedge  against  it.  Many  coin  dealers  saw 
a  chance  for  a  good  profit  by  handling  these  small  art  bars.  They  got  aboard  this  new 
numismatic  hobby  in  a  hurry.  Immediately  they  began  placing  orders  for  art  bars 
covering  suhjeets  that  interested  them.  Magazines  and  newspapers  were  printing  articles 
about  the  bars,  and  this  helped  boost  their  popularity.  It  wasn't  long  before  coin  dealers 
began  sending  out  newsletters  that  gave  information  about  the  hobby,  and  offering  their 
wares. 

Collectors  weren’t  choosey  when  it  came  to  buying.  After  all,  they  were  concerned  with 
finding  a  hedge  against  inflation,  and  didn't  care  how  many  different  bars  they  had.  All 
they  wanted  was  the  silver  in  quantity.  As  time  went  on,  collectors  noticed  the  art  work 
and  began  putting  together  collections  of  as  many  different  bars  as  possible.  Some 
collected  various  themes,  but  far  more  gathered  all  bars  they  could  afford  with  themes 
in  the  background.  —  Today,  collectors  are  far  different.  Many  are  theme  collectors  and 
do  their  best  to  enlarge  that  theme.  Price  appears  to  have  little  effect  on  things.  If  it  fits, 
they  buy  regardless  of  price. 

Silver  art  bar  clubs  came  into  being.  Some  of  these  clubs  were  no  more  than  mailing  lists 
that  a  dealer  cater  to.  Hobby  information  was  passed  to  those  on  the  mailing  list,  and 
special  prices  were  offered  on  certain  bars  that  were  being  offered.  There  were  no  dues 
to  belong  to  these  clubs.  Other  clubs  were  formed  that  had  a  definite  structure.  Dues 
were  required.  All  but  one  of  these  clubs  has  folded.  Many  from  lack  of  interest  by  the 
collector.  Far  more  quit  because  of  the  lack  of  hobby  information.  Only  one  art  bar  club 
is  in  existence  today.  It  is  USA-BC.  This  club  has  gone  through  several  transitions, 
reorganizations  and  hard  times.  The  club  now  appears  to  be  healthy,  but  still  has  a  way 
to  go.  Members  of  the  club  are  still  reluctant  to  join  in  with  their  ideas  and  questions  in 
order  to  make  this  club  a  really  strong  one. 

In  late  1979,  silver  and  gold  reached  record  prices.  Silver  rose  to  $50  an  ounce.  Many 
collectors  sold  their  silver  and  made  a  good  profit.  Many  valuable  items  were  being 
melted  Many  rare  bars  as  well  as  just  plain  bullion  bars  joined  the  melt.  I  am  positive 
that  many  so  called  "common  bars"  are  more  rare  than  you  would  think.  It  didn  t  take 
long  before  the  price  of  silver  to  bottom  out.  In  less  than  a  month  silver  dropped  to  less 
than  ten  dollars  an  ounce.  It  leveled  off  a  bit,  but  eventually  fell  to  about  four  dollars  an 
ounce. 

From  1980  to  1982  very  few  rectangular  bars  were  minted.  However,  in  1982  round 
pieces  of  one  ounce  silver,  about  the  size  of  a  silver  dollar,  began  to  appear.  They 
became  popular  like  the  art  bar.  Subject  matter  covers  much  the  same  areas  as  art  bars. 
Only  difference,  the  art,  advertising  and  themes  are  on  a  round  and  not  on  a  rectangle. 

Round  medals  have  been  around  a  long  lime  in  various  forms, and  metals.  They 
generally  were  used  to  honor  someone  or  something  or  recall  a  historical  event  Even 
Coin  Clubs  were  issuing  club  medals  back  in  the  early  sixties.  Everything  was  limited 
during  these  times,  and  unless  you  were  involved,  there  was  small  interest  in  collecting 
these  medals.  Today  things  are  far  different.  Advertising,  large  quantities  and  every 
theme  imaginable  has  made  art  rounds  very  popular.  They  have  replaced  the  art  bar  in 
popularity  although  rectangular  art  bars  are  still  being  minted,  in  small  numbers. 
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these  bars  under  their  own  label.  This  has  lead  to  a  great  deal  of  confusion  as  to  who 
struck  what  for  whom.  It  became  more  confusing  when  bars  were  issued  as  being  from 
a  mint,  when  this  mint  had  no  minting  facilities.  Examples  are  Madison  Mint,  TM  Mint, 
Crabtree  Mint,  Bluegrass  Mint,  Crowm  Mint,  etc.. 


Medallions  Unlimited/Medalli  Craft  is  a  another  example  of  a  mint  striking  bars  for  a 
several  different  customers.  The  mint  was  owned  by  Barbara  Hyde  and  located  in  Santa 
Ana,  CA..  They  minted  art  bars  for: 

Artistic  Silver  (their  own  outlet) . 16,900  units  ...  .12  art  bars. 

Joel  Rettew  14,838  units  .  ..2  art  bars. 

Crabtree  mint .  92,079  units  ...  .18  art  bars. 

California  Silver  . 1,000  units  ....  1  art  bar. 

SAGA  (Silver  Art  Guild  of  America)  .' .  500  units  ....  1  art  bar.
